The contract will be executed as soon 
a« Phlscator furnishes the syndicate 
with satisfactory evidence of owner­ 
ship, 


Phlscator has just returned Ottawa 
where he conducted an examination of 
the records in the land otlice with a 
view to gettjnj]' the necessary descrip­ 
tions of his property. 
By the tertns of 
the contract he will execute with the 
]^ndon syndicate be receives $20,l>00 
cash upon the delivery of the property 
and the balance at the end of one year. 
The deal was made throuijh H. Bates 
>orsey, the New York representative 
of the syndicate. 


Negotiations between Phlscator and 
the London capitalists have been in 
progress for some time. They first se­ 
cured a 20 days option on the property 
and for the same gave Phlscator $T)00. 
The time was extended and by the delay 
‘n closing $1,000 was added to Phlsca- 
tor’s wealth. 


Phlscator’s Interests, which he Is 
about to transfer. Include three claims, 
claim 21 on Bear creek and two rich

lOUGHT BY LONDON SYNDICATE 


Hartford Went Wet While Bancror 
Rolled Up a Bis Temper­ 
ance Vote. 


B angor, N o v . 2.—Van Huron county 
»roudly sustained her temperance rep­ 
utation in the local option election held 
yesterday. By a majority of 1,500 the 
saloon was voted an outlaw. 


In temperance work Van Buren is the 
banner county in Michigan. 
It gave a 
heavy majority for the constitutional 
atnendment for local option and was the 
first county to vote on and adopt local 
option. That was in 188». In 18î)2 an­ 
other vote was taken and the temper­ 
ance forces carried the election by a 
majority of 500. After an experience 
of five years more the prohibition sen­ 
timent has Increased so that the major- 
ty has grown from 500 to 1,500. 


The village of Hartford was carried 
t>y the saloon forces by 52 majority. 
Bangor went dry by the large majority 
of 2Ii3, while Columbia went the same 
way by lOJl.

CiUL’AGO, N o v . 2.—Incoming boats 
last night reported a rough experience 
on lake Michigan, but none of them re­ 
ceived serious damage. 
At dark the 
steamer America, with grain for Buf­ 
falo, steamed boldly out into the gale. 
She was followed later by the ( Joodrich 
liner Cit\' of Racine for Muskegon and 
Grand Haven. No other boats ven­ 
tured out, while a large number re­ 
mained in shelter. 


The Graham & Morton steamer City 
of Louisville started for St. Joseph early 
in the forenoon. An hour outside was 
all that Captain Boswell desired, and 
the steamer came back in a hurry 
She was the last boat to attempt to 
leave port during the day, except the 
steamer America for Buffalo. 
When 
the schooners C. H. Haekley and G. A. 
Marsh, light, came running for the 
harbor there were no tugs to take them 
In charge and they were compelled to 
sail into the river. The wind was fair 
for that feat, and they made steamboat 
time as they flew up the river past the 
life saving station.

LOST IN HARBOR. 


One golden September afternoon a 
brig called the Alice of London was 
running toward the land, bound for the 
little port of Fordham on the southern 
coast. A steady breeze coming over the 
water filled her sails and scut her slip­ 
ping aloug at quite a record pace. The 
rich, warm sniilight turned her gray 
and patched canvas into gossamer, gave 
an airy lightness to her clumsy spars, 
flashed from the binnacle cover and 
cabin skylight, brightened up tlie bit of 
green paint on her deckhouse and spar­ 
kled in the spray that shot up from un­ 
der her bow as she rose and fell with 
the motion of the waves till it looked 
like shower.4 of diamonds. Shoreward 
the faint outline of the land was just 
discernible through a veil of purple 
haze.

It’s 
all right when you get inside; but, as 
you can see for yourself, when you get 
a strong sou’wester and a heavy .sc^a it’s 
a dangerous port to make. The tinib(^rs 
of many a stout craft are scattered 
along this coast in winter time. Have 
1 ever been ashore here? Yes; twiee, 
The first time I made a mistake in the 
tides and grounded outside the bar, but 
luckily it was fair weather, and she 
oame off safely next tide. The next 
time 1 thought it was all up with us. 
We were being towed out in the teeth 
of half a gale, when the hawser parted, 
and we fouled the pier, caiTying away 
all the headgear and went ashore just 
inside the breakwater. If it bad been 
outside, she’d have been smashed into 
matchwood before morning. But, though 
I*ve been in and out of Fordham some* 
times two or three times a year for the 
liiiit 50 yearib I never see that church 
'.vitbout being reminded of my first voy* 
a'^e and ita ending.

Bob Tucker — that was tbe mate — 
aboard. 


“ He was a decent sort of chap, and 1 
think I’d have done pretty well anything 
for him for saving me from the captain. 
He tried his best to persuade me to give 
up seafaring and settle down to some 
trade ashore and used to toll me some 
of the things he’d gone through^ since 
he’d been to sea. I don’t know how 
many times he hadn’t been shipwrecked, 
but though I was pretty sick of it my­ 
self, I wouldn’t own up to it and used 
to think it would be grand to be able to 
tell such yarns as he could. Ah, I don’t 
suppose he ever thought that was to be 
his last voyage, but it was. It hap|)ened 
like this: We’d been lying out in the 
river for over a week, when there came 
a ciiange in the weather and after a 
cloudy and unsettled day or two the 
wind got away to the sou’west and began 
to pipe up strong and in a few hours it 
was blowing a heavy gale. Craft caught 
in the channel ran for the nearest shel­ 
ter 
Brigs and schooners came in with 
tom sails and splintered spars, and one 
or two of the fishing boats came to grief 
on the bar. Before long there was a 
pretty lively sea all round the coast and 
it was washing clean over the pierheads 
yonder. So you may guess that even in­ 
side wo felt it. The ketch, being light, 
pitched and rolled at her auchonigo like 
a cork, but we rode with a goo<l bit of 
cable, and there was no other craft near 
us. 


“ The next night the gale was at its 
height. Heavy gu.sts of wind swept 
across the harbor, whistling and shriek­ 
ing wildly among the rigging, and bring 
ing up with them squalls of thick rain 
that hid the lights of town altogether. 


“ I was on deck keeping watch, cold, 
wet nnd miserable, when I noticed that 
the cable every now and again seemed 
to jerk and rattle as it had not done be­ 
fore. So I went aft and told the mate, 
who was smoking in the cabin. 


“ ‘By God, she’s dragging!' he shout­ 
ed as soon as he’d been on deck a few 
moment.s. ‘Wo shall be ashore before 
we know where we are. Bear a hand 
here. lad. Smart’stho word now. ’ And 
he laid hold of the iNiiiiter of the little 
boat that was bobbing up and down 
astern of us. 


‘ ‘ Hand over hand we got it alongside, 
and I plucke<l. up courage to ask him 
what he was going to do. 


“ ‘Going to do? 
Why, I ’m going 
ashore to get help. You and I can’t get 
out another anchor alone. You keep a 
sharp lookout, and when you hear me 
call show a light over the side.' And 
with that he was gone. 


“ I didn’t like being left alone, you 
may be sure. I was only a youngster, 
you must remember, and it was my 
first voyage. I thought she'd go ashore 
and break up while he was gone, and 
then I should be drowned, and the next 
moment I wondered whether he would 
get back safely. How long he was away 
I don't know. It seemed to me like 
hours. I strained my ears to listen for 
his voice, and during one of the mo 
mentary lulls in the howling of the 
gale I heard yonder church bells strike 
9. And still the anchor dragged and 
still we drifted. At last I caught the 
sound of a shout far off. I jumped up 
and waved the lantern over the side. 
Then came another wait, followed by 
another shout, this time clear and close 
at hand. Again 1 showed the light, and 
the next moment I heard the splash of 
oars alongside, and the mate and a 
stranger. l)oth dripping wet from head to 
foot, clambered on deck. Then we turn 
ed to to get out a kedge. We got the 
spare anchor up from the hold, bent on 
a stunt hawser to it, aud prepared to 
lower it into the boat. Bob Tucker and 
the stranger got into the boat and bade 
me ‘lower away’ when Iwas told. But 
exactly what happened in the darkness 
afid confusion I could never clearly re- 
monibor. The gale seemed to have got 
ten times worse. 
It was difficult to 
hear oue.self speak. If possible, too, it 
seen it'd to have got darker. I could just 
faintly i«?e the forms of two men mov­ 
ing about in the boat as it tossed along- 
M(h^. Siuldenlyl heard agonizing shouts 
for help. I lotiked over the side, and 
the bout was gone. 


“ Frightened? I should just think 1 
was frightened! I added my shouts to 
theirs, but you might as well have 
spoken in a whisper for all anybody 
would hiive heard that night. I rushed 
wildly to and fro, throwing over ropes' 
ends and anything I could lay my hands 
upoii, 1 felt horribly helpless as I Us- 
teniMl to their cries getting fainter and 
fainter until at last they ceased alto­ 
gether, and I know that they were 
drowned. I can’t tell you what I felt 
for the rest of that nigiit. I dare not go 
down below, and even on deck I fancied 
I could see their faces close beside me. 
and their cries were ringing in my ears. 
I forgot all about the gale and the dan­ 
ger of going ashore. But sure enough 
we did go ashore. When daylight broke, 
I found that the ketch was lying on her 
bilge on the mud. Then I got into the 
ngging and siiouted and waved my 
arms until at last some one came off to 
me. They wouldn’t believe me at first, 
but in the course of the day poor old 
Tucker’s b<Mly was picked up, and the 
boat was found floating, bottom up* 
ward, by a fisherman. As for the ketch, 
which had cost the mate bis life, she 
took no harm and was got off safe and 
sound next tide. 


“ That cured me of seafaring fora 
time, 1 staid ashore for a year or two. 
but then tbe old longing oame back, and 
1 went nortb in a collier# But I never 
see yonder eburch wilbont thinking of 
poor old Bob Tucker and bis fate.'*^

Nature lias provided ways and means 
or all of the oftices whicli it i.s her |xj- 
culiar province to lill. Wiiy fluwers are 
iragrant iuis often Imh*u discus.s*'(l. Bot­ 
anists have decided that the fertiliza- 
tiiui is largely aceouiplished through 
the agency of insects that pass from one 
fl(»wer to another in si*«rch of footl. 
Th<5y Ijecunu) covered with i>ollen from 
one blo^isom, whicli they iu turn scatter 
npon others. Tlie accuracy’ and compr«' 
lensiveuess of nature’s plans are illus- 
trate<l by the fact that while the in­ 
sect may visit a hundre«! sorts of plants 
In a day tiio ]>ollen of one has no efl’ect 
•avo u|K>ii tiuit i>articular spei'ies to 
which it belongs. The bumblebee, for 
exaui}>le, becomes loaded w’ith yellow 
dust, but this is of no value as a fer­ 
tilizer to tlie multitude of other plants. 
It is related that a lupine grows in 
California sometimes completely cov- 
wing largo tracts of land. 
Its bright 
purplish crim.son blossoms are so abun­ 
dant that they color the surface of the 
country and can l>e seen for a long dis­ 
tance. Tiiese blossoms have a jxjwerful 
fragrance, but are not nectar yielding, 
therefore liees rarely visit them. It, 
however, produces very large quantities 
of pollen, aud the winged creatnres 
that seek this food carry on the proc­ 
esses of cross fertilization in the most 
satisfactory umnner. 
Whether the in­ 
sect is attracted by the fragrance or 
whether it instinctively Rnow's where 
the pollen grows has not been decidetl. 
At all events the bee is wise enough not 
to w'aste time on flowers which secret« 
VO nectar, and wliy should not its con­ 
temporaries exercise equal intelligence? 
—New York Ledger.

Harrow Xscape of Three*Men at Houfh- 
ton Monday. 


Ho u g h t o n , No v . 2.-—John Stanton, 
of New York, secretary of the Central 
Atlantic and Wolverine Mining, com­ 
pany and statistican of the American 
copper trade; Frank M. Stanton, agent 
of the Central and Atlantic mine, and 
William Paine, sr., partner of the big 
banking and brokerage firm of Paine, 
Webber & Co.. had a miraculous es­ 
cape from death in its most awful form 
yesterday afternoon.

Armed with rubber hose, the life- 
savers safely descended to the twen­ 
tieth level and by heroic efforts the air 
and water pipes were tapped, and at¡^

smoke the shaft was cleared sufficiently 
to allow the three refugeesi to ascend 
the shaft past the dangerous mouth of 
the twentieth level. 


After the Hsrhters left the twentieth

There were no other bidders and the 
sale itself wa& a tame and uninterest­ 
ing performance. 
The s^le took place 
in front of the Union Pacific freight 
house. Master in Chancery Cornish 
conducting it. He read a long descrip­ 
tion of the proi^rty and the liOtice of 
• lie in a low voice. 


General Louis Fitzgerald, who was 
to make the bids, meanwhile pushed 
through the door and stood close to the 
Bide of the reader. 
There was a mo­ 
ment of silence and then Fitzgerald 
«aid; ‘ I bid thirty-nine million, eight 
hundred and 
eighty-three thousand, 
two hundred and eighty-one dollars 
and eighty-seven cents in the name of 
L w is Fitzgerald and A. W. Kroch, 
purchasing trustees. ' ’ 


There was another pause and Cornish 
said: “Are there more bidsV” There 
were none and the master continued: 
••I wili now receive bids for the sale of 
the bonds, the description of which I 
have read.” 


Fitzgerald replied:
